CLEVELAND Iff1)—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Benson 
appealed to the public today 
for ideas on how to help solve 
farm problems of over-pro- 
duction, surpluses and declin- 
ing grower prices and income. 


These problems appear likely to 


become major issues in next year s 
election. 


In a speech for the annual con- 


vention of /the National Grange, 
Benson promised that every letter 
win receive a personal reply and 
every suggestion will be considered 
except one—the suggestion that the 
government return to high, rigid

pnce supporst. Some Democratic 
critics o€ the Eisenhower adrrunis- 


p."am urge restora- 


tion of the old support program. 


Not Enough 


JJenson. conceded, .however, ^that 


flexible pnce supports—a feature 
of the administration program— 
"are not and never will be enough" 
to boost farm prices in the foc» 
of pi~esent surpluses. He said 
nevertheless that such supports can 
be helpful and should be used. 


In Washington Tuesday, Benson 


told newsmen that the govern- 
ment's 18-member National Agri- 
cultural Advisory Commission is 
working on proposals that the ad- 
ministration sponsor a "soil bank ' 
plan under which farmers would 
get government payments for tak- 
ing a part of the land out of pro- 
duction and building fertility on it 
for the future. This program would 
retain flexible suppoits. 


In an obvious thrust at his po- 


litical critics, the secretary said 
in his speech no farm program, 
"should ever be manipulated to 
seive partisan political purposes. 
Agiicultuie is too vital to be used 
m such fashion." 


Faith in Farmers. 


"I ha\e faith '' he said, "in the 


wisdom of our tarm people. They 
ai e not easily stampeded by dema- 
gogues The farm vote cannot be 
bought with unsound programs or 
the promised abandonment of pro- 
grams that are sound " 


Benson reported that the admin- 


istration has made progress in 
solving farm problems. Ke cited 
disposal of four billion dollais 
woith of surpluses since mid-1953. 
He said this was nearly twice as 
much as the Truman administra- 
tion had gotten nd of in the tno 
• ears' befoie the Korean War when 
it had bis surolusas to deal wita.

State Party Leaders Rap? 
Uphold Stratton's Regime 


CHICAGO UrV—Democrat Stephen 


A. Mitchell blasted the Republican 
state administration Monday while 
Lt. Gov. John W. Chapman praiaed 
it. 


Mitchell, former Democratic na- 


tional chairman who haa been 
mentioned as a possible candidate 
for governor-next year, and Chap- 
man, 
a Republican, shared the 


speaking platform at a dinner of 
the Independent Voters of Illinois. 


Mitchell, is a prepared address, 


•aid "the future is more difficult 
because-the present administration 
of this state has, in spite of a very 
few welcome successes, been a 
failure on the whole." 


The Chicago lawyer attacked the 


State Toll Road Commission and 
its chairman, Evan Howell, say- 
ing, "I suggest it will be prudent 
for any. firm that receives a dollar 
of that toll road money to keep 
very careful account of it, because 
the time is coming wnen a Demo- 
cratic state administration in Illi- 
nois will investigate the whole mat- 
ter from stem to stern." 


Chapman said the state needs an 


expanded highway program—in- 


cluding toll roads—in order to get 
safety on Illinois highways. 


Chapman said that in the 25 


years before Republican Gov. 
Stratton was elected there were 
only 50 miles of four-lane high- 
ways built in Illinois. In the three 
years the present administration 
has held office, 146& miles of four 
lane roads were built, he said. 


Chapman opposed interference 


by the federal government in local 
school matters, saying, "The Unit- 
ed States government has no funds 
of Its own that it can distribute to 
Illinois or any other state without 
first taking the money from the 
people in this state and other 
states." 


Awards to .two Republican and 


three Democratic state legislators 
were given on the basis of voting, 
floor activity, committee work and 
general competence -.in the 1955 
legislature.

They included: Sen. Albert Smith 


(R-Decatur), Sen. Marshall Kor- 
shak (D-Chlcago), Rep.. William 
Robinson (R-Chicago), Rep. Rich- 
ard Stengel (D-Rock Island) and 
Rep. Paul Simon (D-Troy).

of "Nobody can tell what's going 
to hfvppen six months from now.1 


The Cleveland industrialist's rea 


•oning is that if anyone could see 
that far ahead, he'd end up with 
all the money. Nobody has ever 
been that smart, and nobody ever 
will be. 


This sage opinion may b« appro 


priate now as the U.S. economy 
balances on the tight wire of high 
prosperity. 


Falling one way means infla 


tion. Falling the other way means 
deflation. 


The winds of economic pressure 


not incidentally, blow strong in 
both directions. 


An inflationary pressure began 


last spring. 


Granting of wage increases in 


the new steel, auto, coal and other 
major industry labor contracts re 
suited in price increases in their 
products. 


THERE IS PLEXTY of opinion 


that the jumps in steel, coal and 
autos were too great and were not 
justified 1C a high prosperity is to 
be maintained in a balanced econo- 
my. 


On the other hand, it is pointed 


out that if the steel industry had 
refused to follow the wage increase 
pattern set earlier in autos, to- 
day's inflation might be even 
worse than it is. 


A steel strike might have stopped 


production for as much as three 
months. A black market might then 
have developed with, even higher 
steel prices. 


It is recognized that a continu- 


ing series of wage and price in- 
creases would threaten further in- 
flation. That may be what's ahead, 
as the big- labor unions shape their 
1956 contract demands.

If credit is t^o easy, there is too 


much consumer demand for new 
goods. This pressure in itself is in- 
flationary. And this is the econo- 
mic situation'said'to exist today. 


Some 
corrective 
adjustments 


have already begun to be applied. 


Last August the Federal Reserve 


Board raised its interest rate on 
borrowings by member banks. In 
October New York banks raised 
their interest rate to the big bor- 
rowers. 


IN THK NEXT three or four 


months a further gradual tighten- 
ing of credit is expected. Its effect 
would be to reduce borrowing and 
buying, thus lessening inflationary 
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threats. 


If the deflation goes too far/cred 


it restrictions can be eased. Or, 
taxes might be cut to put more 
money in the hands of investors for 
productive expansion and consum- 
ers for spending.

decent, humane instincts make him the very opposite of the 
autocrat. 
• If men like President Eisenhower represent the sort of 


image Americans admire and put their confidence in, then 
there is no cause for alarm. 


We need feel no sadness, either, that men see in him a 


personal^ helper. We should be quite content that they look 
to him, and that they perhaps choose now to pray thanks 
for his progress toward full recovery.

Diabetes Insipiclus Cases 
Are Comparatively Rare

A^correspondent writes that she 


has diabetes insipidus'and. would 
like a discussion of this condition. 


It is an extraordinary disease to 


write about but it -is most im- 
portant that'll should not be con- 
fused with .the more -common 
"sugar diabetes" which, is an en- 
tirely, different disease.

Diabetes insipidus is* a compara- 


tively unusual disease though 'it 
has been recognized since the 17th 
century. • 


As readers of this column know, 


the principal source of the difficul- 
ty in "sugar diabetes" lies in the 
pancreas, Jying in the abdomen, 
whereas in diabetes insipidus it" is 
m_a small gland of internal "secre- 
tion in the "Brain. 


EV DIABETES rVSDl'DJUS, 


-large quantities of urine are pass- 
ed but it does not contain sugar. 
'This disease is more common in 
young '.people than "in older ones 
and in boys and men than in girls 
and women. 


The underlyihg cause usually 


cannot be discovered. A family 
tendency, perhaps a truly inherit- 
ed one. has been suggested as re- 
sponsible in the majority of cases 
but this is not always clear. <

brain. "Irritation or injury of this 
region will produce the symptoms 
of diabetes- insipidus. 


Removal of spinal fluid has 


sometimes been followed by great 
improvement. Giving a hormone 
obtained from the pituitary gland 


• usually 
brings about "relief of 


symptoms which lasts for many 
hours. These treatments, however^ 
have to be repeated and do not 
bring about a permanent cure. Un- 
til more has been learned about its 
origins, it is unlikely that much 
progress will b» made in manage- 
ment.

The History of Palestine

Arab-Jewish Conflict 
Could Involve World

WASHINGTON (/« — Palestine's 


tangled story involves not only the 
.lews and Arabs but the United 
States and Russia. It may, if \\jar 
breaks out, set. off the spark that 
ignites tho world. This is the back- 
ground : 
. 


Palestine, about Nesv Jersey's 


size, has 1,600,000 people, half 'of 
whom entered there in the past 
30 years. Of the total, I}* million 
are Jews, 70 per cent of the rest 
are Moslems. 


From the time the Romans 


crushed them in'70 A. D. the Jews, 
until recently, did not have a ma- 
jority in 'Palestine.'- Nevertheless, 
through, the centuries they looked 
upon it as their homeland. 


Turks Meld It 


The Turks, when they jumped 


into World War I 'oii "Germany's 
Bide, held not only Palestine but 
the surrounding Arab areas. To 
win the Arabs from the Turks, the 
•French 
and 
British, 
promised 


them that ii the Allies;won they 
;.vould break tip. the Turkish Em- 


.pire 
tifiinto Arab itatea. 
Britain also—in the Balfour Dec- 


laration of 1917—said it would look 
.with favor on th« creation of a 
home for Jews in Palestine. The 
Jews at that tim« w*r« only one 
tenth of the population in Palestine. 


The Allies won and* b*jan let- 


ting up the Arab »tates, under 
French and -British controls. The 
League of Nations also gave. Bri- 
tain a mandate — which meant 
control but* "not ownership — '.of 
Palestine. 
.

Came World War ri and the mas- 


sacre of Jew* In Germany. It 
stung the yorld'» conscience—the 
Western world'*, that i». The Jews, 
worldwide, meanwhile, had been 
pushing :for a nation of their own 
in Palestine. They could always 
point to that British Balfour Dec- 
laration of 1917. The British had 
never made good. 
, • 


Britiith Move Out 


At war's end the British said 


they Would quit Palestine. Jews 
poured in. Arabs feared Jewish im- 
migration wrnild swamp them. Be- 


fide», they objected to creation of 
a new Jewish ttate. But in 1947 
the United Nations approved this 
idea: partition Palestine, letting 
part of it be a Jewish state, part 
an Arab state. 


On May 14, 1948, the Jews pro- 


claimed the independence of Is- 
real. The next day Egypt, followed 
by other Arab countries, attacked 
Israel. The Jews, outnumbered, 
out fought the Arabs and, by the 
time' an armistice was agreed on, 
held not only what the U. N. had 
intended to be Jewish Palestine but 
most of what had started out to 
be Arab Palestine. 


Temporary Tint* 


This armistice, obtained by the 


U.N., was supposed to be only 
temporary. The U. N. thought per- 
haps peace could toe agreed on. It 
hasn't been agreed on yet. Scarce- 
ly a week has passed since 1949 
that some bloody clash has not oc- 
curred along the armistice line be- 
tween Egypt and her four Arab 
neighbors: Lebanon, Syria, Jordan 
and Egypt. 
' ' 


That armistice line—besides the 


Arabs' hatred of the Jews and their 
refusal to recognize Israel as a 
state—was one of the sorest points. 
While that line left Israel in pos- 
session of most of what had been 
Arab Palestine Jordan held 


»iec« bordering on Jerusalem, and 
Egypt had a part called the .Gaza 
Strip. The U. N. Armistice also 
:«ll*d for demilitarized zones. 
Early this month fighting broke 


out between the Egyptians and Is- 
raelis in, one of those zones — 
called El Auja — on the frontier 
between Egypt and Israel. 


Or<l«-r Arm* 


By Itself this would have been 


bad enough. But the fighting began 
shortly after Egypt reportedly had 
ordered SO million dollars worth 
of arms from Communist Czecho- 
slovakia. It meant Russia was be- 
ginning to make solid contact with 
the Arabs.. 
. \ 


The West, but particularly the 


United States, while helping Israel 
get on its'feet wanted not only to 
keep the friendship of the Arabs 
but to keep them away from Rus- 
sian influence. 


Then; British 
Prime Minister 


Eden made a proposal — the Unit- 
ed States hasn't gone along with 
it —which infuriated the Jews. He 
suggested Jews and Arabs settle 
their differences by making, "com- 
promises." The Jews said what he 
really meant was that they should 
give back to the Arabs that part 
of Arab Palestine which they had 
conquered in the fighting of 1918 
49. They said no. 


Appeal To U.S. 


They appealed to the United 


States for arms. This country said 
it would consider their request. At 
once Egypt warned the United 
States that if it gave the jev/f 
arms it would lose the friendship 
of the Arab world of which Egypt 
is leader.

Surplus Flesh

OREGON —(Special)— T h e r e 


are some things in life far .more 
important than Die price of hogs, 
but many of us feel that we would 
be much happier if there were 
something we could do about $5 
hogs. 
. • 


Everyone is talking about farm 


prices'today, and too many feel it 


is just a problem 
for "us farm- 
ers." Even in the 
Rev. Fred An- 
derson's sermon 
last Sunday the 
surplus problem 
r e c e i v e d its 
share of atten- 
tion and com- 
ments. He stated 
that surplus was 
one of our big 
p r o b l e m s and 


had heard it said that everyone 
should consume seven additional 
pounds of meat, .thereby solving 
the farm product surplus problem. 
He concluded his remarks with pur 
particular problem, whether it be 
farmers or city folks, it is still one 
of surplus flesh. And at this holi- 
day season we will make it even 
more of a problem by consuming 
larger quantities of food than we 
should. 


Last week we concluded our re- 


marks by briefly mentioning the 
number one disadvantage of our 
present loan and purchase agree- 
ment farm, program. I would like 
to continue discussing the surplus 
problem today before we 'attack 
the number two disadvantage. 


Let's take a look at the consump- 


tion of meat over the past 10 years. 
This will give us an indication as 
to the feasibility of each person 
consuming seven additional pounds 
of meat. In 1913, 143 pounds of 
meat were consumed per person 
at an average retail price of 19 
cents per pound and this represents 
6^« per cent of the disposable in- 
come per person. In 1933 (many 
of you will never forget the de- 
pression 'of the early 30's), 135 
pounds of meat were consumed at 
an average price of 18 cents per 
pound and 5.8 per cent of our dis- 
posable income. In recent years, 
1954 for example, 144 pounds of 
meat were consumed per person at 
an average retail .price of 67 cents 
and 5% per cent of the disposable 
income. That shows the trend of 
consumption of meat and cost over 
the years. 
_ 


Now as for "overall variation, the 


lowest year for consuming meat 
was in 1935 with 117 pounds con- 
sumed per . person. In 1944 and 
again in 1947,154 pounds were con- 
sumed. But let's study the differ- 
ence in the average retail prices 
over the years. Not until 1946 did 
the retail price of meat exceed 31 
cents per pound. In that year it 
was 38 cents. 1947—56 cents. 1948— 
63 cents, 1949—59 cents, 1950—59 
cents, and since 1951, has remain- 
ed at 66 cents or above. Comparing 
this with the price of hogs on a 
live weight basis, only one year out 
of the last 10 has the market price 
been even favorable, so maybe it 
is not altogether a farmers' prob- 
lem. 


Are you interested in continu- 


ing to'pay lor special services 
necessary to fct the food on the 
market? Yon go to the store day 
after day and the prices don't re- 
fleet the comments made in the 
headlines of our newspapers— 
HOG PRICES AT LOWEST 
LEATL »" 1* TEARS, or, CAT- 
TLE PRICES CRASH TO LOW- 
EST LEVEL IX 10 YEARS. 
All of the processes involved cost 


more and more. Labor is at a rec- 
ord high, transportation costs are 
higher, and companies are paying 
more for electricity, rent and ma- 
chines than ever before. These 
costs are passing along to the con- 
sumers. Today the farmer receives 
40 cents out of every SI you and I 
spend for food. In 1946. the fanner 
received 52 cenls. With these con- 
ditions existing, it is rather diffi-. 
cult to believe that we can expect 
our consumption of .meal to re- 
lieve a long-range meat surplus 
problem. Yes. we can help for the 
lime being- But along with the 
present production of meat, we 
find we are increasing; in efficien- 
cy, and this efficiency in produc- 
tion is represented by 4 per cent 
additional production per person 
per year. 
The second disadvantage to the 


loan and purchase agreement 3s 
that excess storage reduces con- 
sumption, and I wilt start Irom 
here in next week's column.

When the last piece of your 


Thanksgiving turkey is gone, you'll 
find a 'food .range of attractive 
buys in other meats in your local 
food store this coming: weekend. 


That turkey may have cost you 


four cents a pound more than the 
biitl you bought a year, earlier, 
but most other meats are-cheap- 
er now than then,. As the meat 
packers have been telling you, 
pork is'.a,line buy, and beef has 
come down a, bit, too. 


"The b*est buy is loin1 of pork," 


one meat retailer said. "We'll 
have loins 'on sale next week at 
six to eight 'cents a pound below 
prices of a year ago'.' Smoked hams 
are now selling at eight cents-a 
pound cheaper than in November 
1954." 


The American Meat* Institute 


took a survey .in the Chicago area 
last week and reported that the 
average of'all1 meat.prices in re- 
tail stores was down 12 per cent 
from a year earlier. Beef items 
vcre down 7 to 15 per cent, 
smoked picnics 15 per cent, Bother 
poik items 14 to 25 per cent and 
legs of lamb three per cent. 


Aside from pork, weekend shop- 


pers will find good buys in steaks, 
prime ribs, chuck roast and legs 
of lamb. 


Egg prices will be two to four 


cents a'dozen higher than a week 
ago in msuiy areas. 


The price of many vegetables 


moved higher at the wholesale 
level this week, but there is still 
a good variety available at rea- 
sonable prices.

1 As machine operation becomes 
more automatic, even beginners 
can boast of the fancy switching 


effects that catch the eye. One of 
the newest machines has a push- 
button operation that, says design- 
er Vittorio Necchi, is as easy for 
a beginner to maneuver "as it is for 
an experienced needlewoman. 


With some practice, it's possible 


to create on a machine original de- 
signs with stitches and appliques 
which formerly involved many 
hours of patient handwork. I've 
known several homemakers who 
developed specialties they could 
machine-sew at home and sell on 


order, to push up pin money re- 
ceipts.

That question was raised in the 


Massachusetts Supreme Court to- 
day as Mr. and Mrs. Melvin B. 
Ellis of Brookline began & new ef- 
fort to keep Hildy. 


For nearly five months the El- 


lises have been in hiding to avoid 
complying with a court order to 
surrender the „ child. Whether they 
would appear in court and risk 
arrest remained p'roblematical un- 
til the^last moment. 


A week ago a New York Post 


reporter quoted Ellis as saying: 
"There's fear hanging over us all 
the time. We feel hunted and 
haunted." 
.Today's action before Justice 
John V. Spaldmg was based on a 
petition by the Ellises for a high 
court review of proceedings in Nor- 
folk County Probate Court, where 
the Ellises last June were ordered 
to surrender Hildy to the Catholic 
Charitable Bureau in Boston. 


At the heart of the matter is the 


Massachusetts adoption law which 
required that, "where 
practic- 


able," a probate judge must give 
a child in adoption only to foster 
parents of the same religious faith. 


The law says that for this pur- 


pose the child's religion is pre- 
sumed to be that of its parents. If 
they have different faiths, then the 
mother's religion governs. 


The Hildy story goes back many 


months. 


It begins Feb. 23, 1952, when 


Hildy was bom out of wedlock in 
a Boston hospital. Her mother wa's 
Marjorie McCoy, now Mrs. Doher- 
ty, of Hingham. 


The day the mother was dis- 


qharged from the hospital—March 
5—she signed, an adoption petition. 
Her story is that she did not know 
the identity of the adopting couple. 
The Ellises say she did. 
' In any case, Hildy went to live 


with the Ellises when she was 10 
day* old. She has lived with them 
ever since.

It's still a comfortable four week* 


or so to Chiislrnus, lime enough to 
plan and complete personal photo- 
graphic cards in relaxed tempo. . .

Eye Catching 


To focus attention on your hand- 


written message, here's a way to 
prepare an eye-catching: spot for 
your greeting when making your 
nwn prints. Cut opaque paper in 
the shape of a bell, circle or other 
design and attach it to your nega- 
tive in a suitable spot. Then when 
you make your prints, you'll have 
a designed blank space .to write in. 


When a large number of cards 


have to be made, it is desirable to 
avoid -waiting on each individual 
card. Thi's can be done by getting 
a piece of clear film, transparent 
plastic or acetate. Cut it to the 
same size as your original nega- 
tive. Now write in india ink on the 
film and position the message so 
it appears over.a.light area of the 
negative. In the final print it will 
appear as white lettering in a dark 
portion of the.picture. 


More Elaborate 


A little more elaborate set-up is 


needed to print the greetings ^as a 
separate unit. Camera stores sell 
ready-made masks with the mes- 
sage imprinted or you can make 
vour own with the clear film and 
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THE STAGE i* set for a personal Christmas card in black-and-white, 
Why not get more mileage out of advance planning and shoot some

color or stereo slides as well? 


India ink. Here again the greetings 
will be in white on a black back- 
ground. Cut a border mask out of 
opaque paper with two openings.

Second Method 


The second method is by print- 


ing separately from two negative*"1 


(the o'riginal photo and the mes- 
sage) on each sheet of paper. 
However, you cannot use the clear 
film with Uie greeting written in 
india ink. You must "make a po»i« 
live of this by exposing it in .con- 
tact with another negative. It'» 
best to use an extreme contrast 
negative such as Kodalith, if you 
can get it. After you develop, fix 
and wash the negative you will 
have a black film v.-ith clear film 
lettering. This is used for double- 
printing. 


In printing,. the original photo 


negative is exposed first on the 
paper. Then it is replaced by the 
message (positive) negative and 
exposed again. Since the film is.. 
black except for the lettering-, the 
only effect is to add the lettering 
to "the first exposure. When the 
print is developed, you'll find out 
if your positioning is correct or 
needs adjustment. In making a 
large quantity of prints, it is better 
to expose all the paper from"the 
one negative firsthand' put the, 
paper;aside. Then add the second 
negative and ;expose again on *11 
the paper: Of course, keep the pap- 
er in a definite similar position-<Jn 
both operations and with no-chance 
of getting fogged between"- opera- 
tion's.

you were «tanding'12th in line at the post office, juggling 
14 packages and trying to keep two squirming children in 
check? 


You scolded, yourself for getting caught in the last- 


minute crush. I did it, too, and this year, with record 
breaking1 shopping crowds antic- 
ipated, the folly of ignoring: the 
"mail early", advice Mill carry a 
worse penalty. 


Perhaps one- reason we'r« slow 


to tackle the tedious wrapping 
and mailing job is because we 
don't have a simple, organized 
plan for doing it. Supplies of 
brown wrapping paper, string, 
labels, tape are either not in the 
house .when we have a few;min- 
utes for packaging or they're: scat- 
tered, all around and we can't lay- 
our hands on them. . 
; 


. So let'*, get organiiedi One 
good way to keep everything' 
handy for use 1* to make a can- 
vas bag with pocket* for ma- 
terials. 
Grommets across the top support 


the bag on cup hooks above a work 
table or on the hack of a doo'r near 
a counter or table. If you have a 
soft spot in your heart for a friend, 
make her one, too, as a pre-Christ- 
mas present. 


Directions for making the can- 


vas holder pictured were worked 
out by the National Cotton Coun- 
cil designers (at my urgent re- 
quest). The holder requires a yard 
of striped canvas and a yard and a 
half of solid-colored canvas. 


'Cut a piece of solid-colored can- 
vas 31" 41". Hem four sides. Put 
three-inch hem top and bottom, 2&- 
incli hem on sides. 


Cut three small pockets from 


striped canvas 6"x6". Cut two large 
pockets 10"x24". Scissor pocket 
is 6"x3J/2"xl". At lower edge of 
large pockets cut two-inch square 
from each comer. Seam edges of 
cut-out square together and turn 
pocket right-side out. ,Hem pocket 
top. and seam bottom of pocket to 
the splid-colored; canvas. Fold un- 
der edges and top-stitch to bag. 


.Miter lower corners of small 


packets in the same way and 
attach to bag across the top. 
Label pockets, if you like, with 
yarn or bias tape. 
. Stuff packaging materials, into 
the pockets. Collect two.-.or, three 
stout cardboard cartons from the 
grocery store to have on hand for 
holding odd-sized toys or several 
small gifts going to.the same fam- 
lv-I buy two types of brown wrap- 
ping paper, the smaller lightweight 
sheets for small packages and the 


heavyweight for big pack- 


ages. Tie larg« packages with 
heavy twine. 


Some of the mailing rules you 


should know include: 


1. Parcel: post packages over 


eight • ounces .Imay/be sealed. All 
sealed prepaid parcels at fourth- 
class postage rates must carry au- 
thorization-for postal" inspection. 
Address labels usually'have this 
already printed on them. Other- 
wise, write or stamp the authori- 
zation below return address; If 
this isn't done, package may be 
returned or sent first class; with 
the recipient being charged the 
extra .postage. 


2. Parcel post packages weigh- 


ing under eight ounces should not 
be sealed. 


3. Size of parcel post packages 


which will be accepted, for ship- 
ment varies with the rating of the 
post office. Our post office, recently 
turned first class, accepts up to 
20 pounds. It's worth a telephone 
call to yours to find out the limit. • 


4. Write or print the address 


legibly arid include the postal deliv- 
ery zone on mail going to cities 
using that system. 


5. Special instructions such as 


"AIR MAIL" or "FRAGILE" on 
delicate articles should be placed 
prominently on top, bottom and 
side of parcels. 


6. November 31 is the deadline 


for mailing Christmas packages 
overseas.

This will bring 
to more than 75 million the amount 
spent by RCA and NBC to promote 
color television. 


"The 12 million is only a drop
